Dr. E.S. Meany 
Named Headmaster 


The appointment of Dr. Edmond 
S. Meany, Jr., as headmaster of 
Northfield School for Girls, was 
announced on Monday by Dr. 
Howard L. Rubendall, president of 
the Northfield schools. This ap- 
pointment, effective Monday, was 
the unanimous decision of the 
board of. trustees at the winter 
meeting in New York on Jan. 24. 

Dr. Meany, who was appointed 
acting headmaster in July to fill 
the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Miss Barbara M. Clough 
as headmistress, was formerly 
head of the history department 
and college counselor at Mount 
Hermon school. 

A native of Seattle, Dr. Meany 
was graduated from the Universi- 
ty of Washington and did gradu- 
ate work at Harvard, which grant- 
ed him the M.A. and Ph.D. de- 
grees. Before coming to Mount 
Hermon in 1346 he served as a re- 
search fellow with the Brookings 
Institution, as assistant archivist 
wtih the National Archives and 
head of the history department at 
the Hill school. He was a World 
War IT lieutenant-commander in 
the United States navy. 

Dr. and Mrs. Meany and their 
two daughters will live on the 
Northfield campus.
